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Plebicite Raises Questions:

Were the students of Sacra- 
mento State College really given 
the opportunity to voice their op- 
inions on the issues of 
Vietnam and legislation with 
respect to marijuana’? 

Several questions arose out o! 
the elections last week concern- 
ing the purpose, meaning, and 
validity of the ‘‘plebiscite,’’ In 
retrospect, student reaction to 
the ballot can be examined as a 
good indication of the answers 
to these questions. 

Who voted’? Approximately 
one-fourth of the students voted in 
the election. But who constitu- 
ted that one-fourth? Reaction- 
aries, Fraternities? Or was ita 
representative group of stu- 
dents? The answer to this ques- 
tion was probably not the latter, 
since reactionaries generally 
flock to the polls in this type of 
ballotting while fraternities turn- 
ed out en masse inthis particular 
election to vote for Homecoming 
Queen candidates The over-a! 
make-up of the voting students 
is questionable, 

Were instructions clear’? The 
answer to this question is prob- 
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ably the one that is least debat- 
able. The general satisfaction of 


those who voted points out the 
excellent job done by the E-lec- 
tions Board, This is the first 


election in many years (hat has 
not been conte sted, 

What exactly did the results 
say? This brings up the question 
about whether the questions were 
properly formulated. ‘‘The Ad- 
ministrative Sitatus Quo’’ posi- 
tion sounded like an attack on 
the Johnson administration, This 
is not to say the Johnson ad- 
ministration does not deserve 
attack, but that it made the ballot 
sound biased, at least in relation 
to alternatives (some students 
have said that this attitude was 
apparent throughout the entire 
ballot). 

Also, some students felt that 
they should have been allowed 
to vote for more than one al- 
ternative, since to many students, 
more thanone alternative was ac - 
ceptabie,

Perhaps this is why the elec- 
tion was held, On the other hand, 
maybe the election was designed 
to stimulate thought on the issues, 
But what good is thought without 
knowledge of the facts’? 

Here is a final question: What 
did the election accomplish? The 
reasons given for having the elec - 
tion were: (1) to voice our opin- 
ion to the government, (2) to pub- 
licize the academic atmosphere 
of Sacramento State College, and 
(3) to become locally active in 
the issues. 

Whether or not it will have 
some effect on the governmentis 
uncertain, Sacramento State is 
very small and insignificant when 
compared to the entire consti- 
tuency, and students are often 
regarded as the over-idealistic 
element of the community. A 
letter to one’s jegisiator prob- 
ably would have been just as 
effective as this election!

LOGAN’s RUN, by William F, 
Nolan & Geor Clayton Johnsor 
New York: The Dial Press, 1967 
$3.95 


This is a scterice-fiction novel 
for people who never read sci- 
ence fiction, It is well-written 
and interesting, Unfortunately, it 
is also as trite as the day is 
long. Only a non-afficionade, un- 
familiar with all the twists and 
turns of run-of-the-mill science- 
fiction plots that this book dis- 
plays with such flying colors, 
could totally enjoy it. 

The time is two hundred years 
from tomorrow, A society based 
on youth and kicks, which came 
to power in the late 20th cen- 
tury through a not-too- convin- 
cingly explained revolution, reg- 
ulates the population, Babies are 
raised in automatic nurseries-- 
and not one is permitted to live 
past the age of 2L 

Some citizens fail to turn them- 
selves in for extermination on 
their ‘‘Lastday.’’ They 
the despised ‘‘Runners,’’ who are 
hunted down killed by the 
government special corps of as- 
Sassins, the “‘Sandmen,’’ The 
story starts rolling when Logan, 
one of the Sandmen, reaches 
his Lastday and becomes a Run- 
ner, 

For the first quarter 
book, the author’s tale is well 
and convincingly told, despite its 
non-originality, The character- 
izations are good and the society 
described borders on fascinating, 
But the plot degenerates into a 
kind of ‘Perils of Pauline;; es- 
cape -capture-escape thing where 
Logan cunningly knocks off anoth- 
er menace in every chapter, 

The first couple of times this 
occurs,the menaces are of such 
i nature that it can happen with 
some believability. Some of the
